CANADIAN BRIEFS 


Swiss Guides for Jasper: Two Swiss 
Alpine climbers have arrived at Jas- 
per Park Lodge to act as guides to 
the tourists who want to see the 
sights of the Rockies in Jasper Na- 
tional Park and Mount Robson Park. 
They are Alfred Streich and Hans 
Kohler, both born mountaineers, and 
are engaged by the Canadian Nation- 
al Railways. 


‘April Immigration Figures: During 
the month of April 19,380 immigrants 
entered Canada, as compared ‘with 
950 in April, 1923, according to (figures 
received by the Canadian National 
Railways from the department of im- 
migration. Of those admitted, 9,410 
were British, 1,838 were from the 
United States, and 8,082 were from 
other countries. 


Flour to Hong Kong: The first en- 
tire shipload of Canadian flour has 
arrived in Hong Kong, according to 
advices received by a western milling 
company. The shipment, which con- 
stitutes an innovation In the history 
of trade, contained 7,000 tons of flour 
and was shipped from Port Colborne, 
Ont., making the trip to Hong Kong 
from Baltimore, via the Panama canal, 
in 55 days. 


Radio Assists Immigrants: Radio 
has already proved a valuable help to 
the immigration authorities In plac- 
ing immigrants on the land. The 
Winnipeg offices recently wired intfor- 
mation to Saskatoon announcing the 
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arrival of farm laborers seeking work. 
This was broadcast all over Saskat- 
chewan and within twenty-four hours 
applications for workers were pour- 
ing in to the authorities. The ex- 
periment was such a decided success 
that it is probable the radio will be 
utilized extensively in the future in 
the placing of men on the farms. About 
five farmers in ten, it is estimated, 
have radio receiving sets. 


Rotary City: Winnipeg wil! be a 
Rotary City on June 18, when Rotar- 
fans from Australia, New Zealand, 
United States and Western Canada 
will spend a day there en route to the 
annual international convention being 
held in Toronto June 16 to 20. 


Coal Locations Sold: Many coal 
mine locations in the province of Al- 
berta have ately been bought up by 
British interests, who have had their 
agent touring the coal fields of the 
province recently. : 


Farm Exports Jump: Canadian 
Farm products shipped to the United 
States during the seven months ended 
April totalled $43,285,002 as against

crease of 145 over the previous year. 


The 1924 season for the port of 
Montreal was officially opened on 
the morning of ‘the 18th of April, 
when the Government ice-breaker 
Lady Grey arrived in the harbor. A 
big season is anticipated, especially 
by the Canadian Pacifie steamships, 
whose vessels on the St. Lawrence 
route this year will exceed 197,000 
gross tons. 


Vancouver this season has beaten 
Portland, the great wheat port of 
the Northwest and formerly the 
great wheat port of the Pacific. 
Portland includes flour in its wheat 
totals, Vancouver does not. Accord- 
ing to the Portland press the Amer- 
ican city has moved over 29,000,000 
bushels of wheat to date. Vancou- 
ver, in the same period, shipped 36,- 
000,000 bushels, exclusive of a very 
considerable quantity of flour. 


The much prized Wilder silver 
medal, the highest award of the 
American Pomological Society, the 
oldest horticultural body in North 
America, has been awarded to the 
Central Experimental Farm at Ot- 
tawa for the sixth time. The medal 
on this occasion was given for the 
Lobo apple, one of the many fine 
varieties of McIntosh Red parentage 
originated at the Central Farm. 


An estimate of $1,500,000 for fire 
protection and management of for- 
est reserves has been placed before 
the Government for approval by the 
Minister of the Interior. The Min- 
ister stated that more drastic meas- 
ures of fire prevention would be 
taken this year and in this connec- 
tion the Department of the Interior 
proposes to utilize the Royal Cana- 
alan Air Force for the detection of 
ires. 


An appeal for increased pensions 
for the originals of the old Royal 
North-West Mounted Police is now 
before the Federal Parliament. The 
present pensions are based on the 
pay standards of 20 to 30 years ago 
and are therefore quite inadequate, 
the appeal claims, and it is asked 
that they be raised to the same level 
as those granted members of the 
present Royal Canadian Mounted 

olice, on retirement. 


“There is not a single peclogical 
reason why each and all of the 
world-famous mining camps, such as 
those of Kirkland Lake, Porcupine 
and Sudbury, should not be dupli- 
cated almost anywhere in the 650,- 
000 square miles of the Quebeg, Lau- 
rentian Plateau, which stretches 
from the Ottawa and St. Lawrence 
Rivers to Hudson Strait,” according 
to a statement made by T. C. Denis, 
Superintendent of Mines of the 
Province of Quebec, at a recent 
meeting of the Quebec branch of the 
Mining Institute of Canada. 


Canada -is financially sound. On 
April 14th the investors and savings 
account holders of the country were 
offered twelve million dollars worth 
of Canadian Pacific Railway five 
per cent bonds and by four o’clock 
that afternoon the issue had been 
over-subscribed and the books were 
closed. Telegraph orders came from 
all parts of the Dominion, a splen- 
did evidence of the gmount of money 
available for mound investment and 
the country’s confidence in the fu- 
ture of the big railway. Another 
evidence is seen in the fact that 
small investors are putting savings 
into C.P.R. common stock which 
pays ten per cent on par value of 
$100,000. Since 1907, Canadian 
holdings of this stock have increased 
from 9.75 per cent to 21 per cent 
at the present time and holdings in 
the British Empire total about 75 
ver cent, -

Annual Meeting of Alberta 
Co-operative League 


Eighty years ago, a group of textile 
workers at Rochdale, Lancashire, Eng- 
land, tired of being, as they considered, 
exploited by greedy storekeepers, de- 
cided to do their own  storekeeping, 
and established a small retail store. 
The association they formed had 
thirty-eight members, and started 
business on a capital of £28. Their 
organization was on an entirely new 
plan, which has come to be known as 
“The Rochdale Plan.” Dividends, in- 
stead of being paid on the basis of 
capital invested, were paid on a basis 
of volume of business done, capital be- 
ing borrowed at a fixed rate of inter- 
est. After provision for reserve and 
educational funds and necessary over— 
head, all surplus profit was divided 
among the purchasers in proportion to 
the volume of their buying. The idea 
was a success, and was very largely 
imitated. Out of this small start grew 
the great “co-operative movement” 
which is in operation today in all the 
most progressive countries in the 
world, 

One of the latest areas to adopt the 
Rochdale plan was Alberta, and on 
Tuesday, June 3, the Alberta Co-oper- 
ative League celebrated its first birth- 
day, holding its second annual conven- 
tion in Red Deer at the city hall. The 
meeting started at 1 o'clock, lasted 
until 7 p.m., and in consequence of this 
long session, the business scheduled 
for two days was all cleaned up in one. 

Those present at the gathering in- 
cluded the following delegates from 
some of the local co-operative associa- 
tions in this province: Mr. A. Litt, 
Bentley, chairman; Mr..T. Swindle- 
hurst, Edgerton, secretary; Messrs. 
Rasmussen, A. P. Moan, Wetaskiwin; 
R. M. McCool, Crossfield; Palm, Stone 
and H. P. Hansen, Bentley; S.S. Sears, 
(U.F.A.) Nanton; W. Halsall, Killam; 
and M. W. Molyneaux, of the U.G.G., 
Calgary. Mr. H. Wallace, Red Deer, 
was also present, and Mr. J. EB. C. Old- 
ford, Penhold, and Mr. L. J. Porter, 
Red Deer, were present for a short time 
towards the end of the meeting. 


President’s Address 


(Mr. A. Litt, President, after welcom- 
ing the delegates and visitors, briefly 
sketched the development of co-opera- 
tion in the Province during the year 
dealing .with its two great phases 
namely, marketing organizations and 
consumers’ organizations. ‘He laid 
stress on the wastes inseparable from 
the competitive system as the great 
economic leakage. He thought the on- 
ly jfeasible remedy was the develop- 
ment of a strong organization of con’ 
sumers including the {formation of 
new associations. He believed the 
help of existing organizations, such as 
the U/F.A., might be profitably en- 
listed. 

Secretary’s Report 


(Mr. T. \Swindlehurst, of Edgerton, 
the secretary-treasurer, presented a 
brief general report of the year's wok. 
Apart from the (bare statement of 
facts and figures, the point on which 
he dwelt most strongly was the im- 
portance from a civic point of view of 
thle cwWtivafion df the coroperativd 
spirit. (He referred to the presence 
in the Dominion Parliament of Mr. 
Good, President of the Canadian Co- 
operative Union, and of Mr. H. Spen- 
cer, member for Battle Valley. 

At the inaugural meeting of the 
League in Wetaskiwin last year, 
twelve associations were represented 
including the ‘Co-operative Union, 
whose secretary, Mr. Geo. Keen, wag 
present. Only one executive meeting 
was held during the year, at which 
the ‘bylaws and constitution were 
drafted for approval by the present 
meeting. 

Combined Buying 

Mr. S. Sears, of the U.F.A., Nan- 
ton, dealt with the subject of Combin- 
ed Buying and the Establishment of a 
Co-operative Wholesale Agency. Mr. 
Sears is a ffast speaker, and covered 
a& tremendous amount of material in 
a short time, reading letters, reports, 
quotations, statistics and comments 
galore. The three methods he deem- 
ed possible, for an approach to the 
wholesaling problem, were: 1. An 
agency; 2, a syndicate; 3, a central 
wholesale association. None of these 
were quite ffeasible enough at present 
owing to lack of capital, and he 
thought the next best thing ‘was the 
employment by the retail associations 
of a sort of travelling auditor and 
stocktaker, who would see what goods 
were moving fastest at each place, 
and could perhaps advantageously 
make up a mixed carload lot, loaded 
so that the shipments could be un- 
loaded at each place without disturb- 
ing the rest of the car. He thought 
local control was a mistake. He 
believed in the advantages of adver- 
tising, and that very favorable terms 
could; be arranged with Van- 
couver jobbers and manufacturers, 
now that the western route was s0 
much to the fore. If we did eventually 
get a substantial market there for our 
products, a two-way traffic would be 
cheaper and more economical. 


A Boost for Local Wholesalers 


Mr. H.: Wallace, Red Deer, who took 
part in the discussion opened by this 
speaker, welcomed the delegates. to 
Red Deer and hoped this would not be 
their last visit here, although it was 
their first. He had been in retail busi- 
ness for twenty-one years, and thought 
he knew it pretty thoroughly. Frankly 
he was more interested in the selling 
than the buying side of co-operative

trading. He advised co-operators to 
exercise special care in the selection of 


their managers. We had two whole- 
sale houses in Red Deer, which had a 
fairly complete control of farm pro- 
ducts here. This speaker spoke very 
highly of the local wholesale firms, 
and the chairman, backing him up, 
spoke especially of the reasonableness 
and fair dealing of Campbell, Wilson 
& Horne. 

At this point Mr. Sears, of the 
U.F.A., said that he expected to be in 
Calgary for a couple of weeks, and 
offered his services to do some buying 
for the League, suggesting that a com-— 
mittee be appointed to get the requisi- 
tions, pool them, and arrange the de- 
tails with him, 

Mr. McCool moved, seconded by Mr. 
Palm, that a committee of three be 
appointed to deal with the whole sub- 
ject of concentrated buying, with 
power to add. The committee selected 
consisted of Messrs. Sears, Moan and 
Litt. Upon their selection they 
promptly co-opted Mr. McCool. 


Egg Marketing 

Mr. H. Wallace gave the delegates 
an outline of the amazingly successful 
operation of the Red Deer Egg Pool 
during the short time since it has been 
started. This subject was to have been 
presented by Mr. Ralph Patterson, but 
he was unavoidably absent, and Mr. 
Wallace acted as his deputy. Hon. Mr. 
Craig had told the Red Deer farmers 
they put too much emphasis on mar- 
keting and not enough on improving 
the quality of their” products. The 
speaker was satisfied that Mr. Craig 
was mistaken, and ‘had told him so. 
The Central Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Marketing Association had 
just passed ,the quarter million mark 
for this year.» They absolutely knew 
that they were in the right track. <A 
year ago the question of an egg pool 
had come up for discussion, and this 
spring they had got busy. Messrs. 
Murray, Van Slyke and the speaker 
had been appointed a committee to 
take it up. 

Mr. Wallace went on to describe in 
detail the operations of the Marketing 
Association, step by step, in the handl- 
ing of eggs and poultry. They could 
handle eggs and live poultry more 
cheaply than the Provincial Egg and 
Poultry Department could, and were 
doing a business of $800 per week. The 
figures of the three cars they had 
shipped so far were as follows:—

Beside this they had sold in April 74 
crates to local merchants and 91 in 
May. A few cases had been sent to 
Edmonton. They had on hand seven 
cases of Extras, 99 cases of Firsts, 55 
of Seconds, and 29 to be candled. Mr. 
Wallace wound up with a fine peror- 
ation, which was, for him, quite sur- 
prisingly socialistic in tone. 


Constitutional Question 

The next order of business was the 
ratification of the draft constitution 
submitted by the Executive committee. 
This was passed just as it stood except 
for one clause, which led to a long de- 
bate. The President fought strenuously 
for the clause as it stood, limiting 
membership in the League to associa- 
tions modelled on the Rochdale Plan. 
Messrs, Wallace and Sears. pressed 
strongly for the deletion of this clause 
and the substitution of one which 
would open the door to producing co- 
operators as well as consumers, by ad- 
mitting those based on the Sapiro 
plan. Eventually the substitute clause 
carried. 

Co-operative Union of Canada 

A strong case for the affiliation of 
local associations with the Co-opera- 
tive Union of Canada was made out by 
Mr. W. Halsall, of Killam. He told how 
the Union was founded fifteen years 
ago by Mr. Geo. Keen, now the secre- 
tary, and how Keen, “the Canadian 
George Jacob Holyoake,” had built it 
up into a very valuable organization 
for the pooling of wisdom and experi- 
ence. The associations which were 
affiliated to it were almost invariably 
the most successful. He spoke of 


membership in the Union as a sort of 
partial insurance against failure 
through inexperience,

ciples in dealing with employees in the 
matter of labor conditions, working 
hours, and‘a weekly half-day closing. 

A third resolution was one of thanks 
to the City Council for the ust of the 
city hall, and to the press for their in- 
terest. Inasmuch as the writer was the 
only reported present, modestly pre- 
cludes any mention of the numerous 
nice things that were said in this con- 
nection. 

Next year’s convention will be held 
at Red Deer on Wednesday, June 3.

PROF. BOYLE’S 
INVENTION RIDS 
SEA OF TERRORS 


Charlottetown, P.E.I., June 3.—Dr. 
W. R. Boyle, Edmonton, dean of the 
faculty of applied science in the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, who is engaged in 
experimental work with the object of 
preventing shipping disasters from 
collision with ice, expressed satisfac- 
tion with the results of recent tests, 
when the Canadian government 
steamer Montcalm, on which he and 
his assistant, Charles Reid, Calgary, 
are passengers, arrived here. 

Dr. Boyle, who believes the prob- 
lem of under-water signalling has 
been solved, employs an_ electrical 
device, the details of which are secret, 
for the detection of other ships, ice- 
bergs, or any other object that might 
be a menace to a ship. He worked 
on his invention in England for a 
number of years, but this is the first 
time he has sought to apply it in 
Canada. 

Since starting out this spring Dr. 
Boyle has covered a large part of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and before com- 
pleting his labors the plans to go to 
the Straits of Belle Isle to make a 
special study of icebergs. The work 
is being financed fy the Canadian 
Council of Scientific Research, to 
which Dr. Boyle will swhmit his re- 
port when present experiments are 
completed. 


Dr. Boyle left Edmonton some 
weeks ago for an extensive summer’s 
program on the Atlantic coast and in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence along the 
lines indicated in the above dispatch 
and more fully described in the Jour- 
nal at the time. The experiments 
that he and his assistant are conduct- 
ing in under-water signalling, tide 
measurement ,and such like, are a 
-continuation, under actual sea-coast 
conditions, of research work thats Dr. 
Boyle thas been doing in the University 
of Alberta laboratories for several 
years ipast, ;with a practical applica: 
tion of some of them oversea during 
the great war. As briefly summariz- 
ed iby. himself in his interview ‘with 
the Journal, the general purpose and 
objective of his season’s work in the 
east in which he hopes to demonstrate 
the practicagility of his new device, 
will be to rid navigation on the deep 
seas of the dangers that have here 
tofore attended it in the way of col- 
lisions with ice, land, or other ships. 


DR. MICHAEL CLARK 
WILL ISSUE MONTHLY 
PAPER, THE “FREEMAN” 


With ‘Dr. Michael Clark. of Olds, as 
the chief contributor, a rew monthly 
‘publication will make its first ap- 
‘pearance in Calgary thi3 month, under 
the name of “The Canadiio free- 
man,” 

This announcement was made by 
the (business agent of Dr. Clark, 
founder of the new journal, on Tues- 
day. It ‘was stated that Dr. Clark’s 
articles would be a feature of the 
publication. He proposes to write on 
a number of subjects with a freedom 
that will be in keeping with the name 
of the new paper. 

It is announced that the Freeman 
will ‘be politically non-partisan and 
‘ts columns will be open for con- 
tributions in the form of political 
opinions of all shades, from respon- 
sible sources. Dr. Clark aims to make 
the new paper a political forum, with 
ccentributions from the leading men 
in the different parties in Canadian 
public life.

CANADA LEADS STATES 
IN EXPORT OF WHEAT 


Ottawa, June 3.—Canada is beating 
the States very badly in the wheat ex- 
port field. Reports that have come 
across the line showing the com- 
parative cost of growing wheat in the 
two countries have indicated that so 
far as the export portion of the grain 
trade is concerned, American grow- 
ers have pretty well thrown up their 
hands. Recent United States trade 
figures show this to be true. During 
the ten months ending April, Canada 
increased its exports of wheat by 
about 15 percent. over those for the 
same months of the preceding year. 
During the same months the United 
States wheat exports fell off to the 
extent qf over 45 pencent. as com- 
pared with those for the same months 
of the preceding year. 

During the last 10 months Canada 
exported over three times as much 
wheat as did the United States, the 
figures being 223,000,000 and 71,000,- 
000 bushels respectively. Immigrar 
tion experts, though disappointed just 
now at the very light immigration 
from the United States, still think 
that in time Canada’s great advantage 
over the republic as a wheat grower 
will become so manifest to the 
American farmers that they will 
again trek across the border in large 
numbers.

It is estimated that over 60,000 
acres were sown with corn in Al- 
berta in 1928, as compared with 
only 1,000 acres in 1919. This is a 
good indication of how rapidly corn 
culture is increasing in Western 
Canada in connection with mixed 
farming operations, 


All previous records of Canadian 
freight transportation were broken 
when a solid train-load of automo- 
biles reached the Pacific Coast from 
Windsor, Ont., over Canadian Pa- 
cific lines recently. The distance of 
2,982 miles was covered in seven 
days, or exactly 169 hours and 20 
minutes. The train, which consisted 
of 40 cars, each containing 6 Ford 
automobiles, was more than a third 
of a mile long and was handled on 
practically passenger schedule.

THE FAILURE OF 
TRADE LEADERS 


There is no doubt as tothe severe 
depression in trade all over the world 
in the last few years. It is now 
just beginning to show signs of im- 
provement. Numbers of speakers 
and ‘writers have declared that the 
present situation is precisely similar 
to that which followed the Seven 
Years War and the Napoleonic Wars 
in Europe, and the Civil ‘War in the 
United States. That being so, it 
seems permissible to ask what steps 
were taken beforehand to provide 
against the depression, which clearly 
might have been expected. Did the 
great leaders of trade and industry in 
the ‘world realize during the war that 
there was likely to be a very severe 
depression after it- If so, did they 
warn the different nations to which 
they belonged and the world in gen- 
eral of what was coming? If not, 
why not? 

‘When one recalls all that has been 
said and written and done since the 
war on the subject of trade, the :pre- 
vailing impression is ‘one of confus- 
ion, uncertainty, mistaken prophecies, 
and complete failure to grasp and 
deal with the difficulties of the situ- 
ation. Hardly anybody even profess- 
es to understand fully, much less to be 
able to solve the problem of the 
various money exchanges in the 
world, which have fluctuated wildly 
even in countries not subject to 
political wpheavals. It can hardly be 
that all the difficulties have been due 
to the selfishness and folly of the 
labour people. Even if labour had 
been willing to put itself wholly in 
the hands of the financiers and em- 
ployers, only a very sanguine person 
could believe that labour would have 
derived great benefit thereby. The 
quarrels between labour and capital 
have certainly been deplorable and 
‘have caused much loss, but it is surely 
impossible to say that the faults have 
been all on one side. 

(Probably never before in the his- 
tory of the world has communication 
between the different parts of the 
world been so swift and constant, or 
the trade of one country so inter- 
locked with that of others. The op- 
‘portunities for consultation and co- 
operation ‘between leaders of industry 
and finance all over the worlf'are ex- 
cellent. Yet there has been little or 
no sign so “ar as the general mass of 
the peoples are concerned, of either 
consultation or co-operation, or of 
guidance resulting therefrom. 

Itis not only in the world of great 
international finance and industry 
that there as been this failure. Lead- 
ers of individual countries, of dom- 
inions, states, provinces and cities 
seem to have failed equally. The 
individual man _ unsettled and upset 
by the war, and looking for the‘ibest 
means of getting back to sound profit- 
able work again, has had very little 
guidance from either governments or 
private organizations. Fragments of 
policies have ‘been developed, ‘wise 
enough in themselves, but quite | in- 
sufficient to deal with the whole prob- 
lem. The Soldier Settlement policy 
of Canada is a good instance of this. 
qt was entirely sound to get men onto 
the land, of which we have so much 
needing breaking and cultivation, but 
there was too little guidance given to 
those men once on the land, and ap- 
parently neither realization of nor at- 
tempt to deal with the fact that the 
ex-soldiers were being established on 
the Jand under temporary conditions 
of high inflation of prices, thus expos- 
ing them inevitably to a crushing bur- 
den as soon as the boom broke. 

There is something wholly wrong 
fn this. It points to one of two things. 
(Either the great leaders of finance 
and industry in the world are greatly 
Jacking in anticipation and grasp of 
world conditions, or they are so sel- 
fish and jealous of one another that 
they cannot or will not co-operate 
among themselves and with other 
classes to promote the general happi- 
mess and prosperity of the world. 
an There is a great deal said about 
EBT the short-sighted policy of labour and 
the stupidity of the farmers in Dusi- 
ness methods. It seems about time 
to ask whether there is not just as 
Riel much folly and stupidity amongst the 
¢ {| so-called leaders of industry. The only 
difference between them and the lab- 
our men or the farmers is that the 
‘big men seem able to make other 
ibe people bear the brunt of their mis- 
takes.

Although there has al- 
ways been a suspicion that to some 
extent at any rate the real reason has 
been a desire to protect Irish stock 
breeders, still nothing ‘could tbe worse 
than for our herds to become infected 
now.

a prolonged agitation and political 
fight. On its first passage it was 
vetoed by President Coolidge, but it 
was passed a second time over his 
veto and is now law. The Act provid- 
es for cash payments for men who 
served for a short time in the war 
and for endowment insurance policies 
for those who served for longer per- 
iods, the maximum amount payable 
under such policies being $1,000.00. 
The amounts payable are calculated 
on a basis of $1.00 a day for home 
service and $1.25 a day for service 
overseas. 

In view of the now more or less 
abandoned agitation in Canada for a 
soldiers’ bonus, the Act should be 
viewed with considerable interest. It 
will impose a burden of some weight 
on the United States budget for years 
to come. In fact, if the scandalous 
history of civil war pensions is re- 
peated, the burden will be of indefinite 
duration. The Act has been strongly 
opposed by the financial interests in 
the States and supported by such ill- 
omened agencies as the Hearst news- 
papers, which shave championed the 
cause of the veterans as loudly as they 
championed the cause of the pro-Ger- 
mans during the early days of the 
war. 

While there can be no doubt as to 
the magnitude of the claim on their 
‘country of the men who fought in the 
war, whether in the United States or 
Canada or elsewhere, it is very 
doubtful ifsuch an Act as this is the 
best way to discharge the claim. If 
it had been passed in Canada it 
would have depreciated the Canadian 
currency and have been of doubtful 
benefit to che ex-soldiers, by most of 
whom it is to be feared it would have 
been speedily spent with mone too 
much of productive results. In fact, 
the very Hearst papers which are re- 
joicing over the passage of the Bonus 
Act in the States, speak of one of its 
anticipated benefits as being the put- 
ting into circulation of large sums of 
money,from which it may be inferred 
that the soldiers will be expected to 
spend their cash freely. Loans appar- 
ently will be cbtainable on the secur- 
ity of the endowmnet policies,, and it 
is possible to anticipate some dis- 
tinctly profitable transactions by 
financial Shylocks of far-seeing vision 
with impecunious and impetuous—one 
might even say thirsty—ex-soldiers. 

From the nature of the agitation in 
the States it is to be feared that poli- 
tical reasons of none too lofty a 
character have had more to do with 
the passage of this Act, nearly six 
years after the close of the war, than 
genuine gratitude to the soldiers. On 
the whole we believe that the Cana- 
dian government's method of dealing 
with the ex-soldiers has been the bet- 
ter and sounder cone, though nothing 
excuses the attitude of the present ad- 
ministration towards questions of 
pensions and physical disabilities.

Accepting the invitation to all wo- 
men interested in Liberalism to meet 
with them at the home of Mrs. J. J. 
Gaetz, the Red Deer Liberal Women’s 
Club welcomed some twenty-five wo- 
men who listened appreciatively to a 
splendid paper on “Liberalism,” given 
by Mrs. James Berry. 

“Liberalism, if worthwhile, must be 
taken as a creed. We must belong to, 
work, vote for the Liberal party be- 
cause Liberalism means liberty, free- 
dom, government of the people by and 
for them, and not by any group or in- 
teerst. Therefore we must work and 
fight for the Liberal party and support 
it financially if it, is to prevail. Lib- 
eralism does not believe in a govern- 
ment’ by aristocracy of birth or wealth, 
but in government by aristocracy of 
intelligence, of energy, of character. 

In this work for the fulfillment of 
these great ends it calls to men and 
women of all classes, creeds and occu- 
pations. It has been the glory of 
Liberalism in the past that it has 
thus been able to transcend the boun- 
dary of class Hmitation, and to call to 
its service men of the good will of all 
and every class alike in a fellowship, 
wide as human life and deep as human 
need. 

It is probable at this time, more than 
in any previous period of our history, 
men and women are asking themselves 
to what party they should attach 
themselves. The best rallying ground 
for men and women who are at once 
moderate and progressive is the Lib- 
eral party. It is attacked by extre- 
mists because of its moderation. Pro- 
tectionists attack it as a free trade 
party: free traders who would go the 
whole way, say the Liberal party does 
not go far enough. It believes in unity 
and freedom. In regard to economic 
questions, it belleves in free discussion 
tending toward orderly progress. 

Such a party is the natural home of 
sober, thoughtful people who are in 
doubt as to their future political affi- 
liations. 

The war is over, and the mood and 
temper of war is giving place to the 
mood and temper of peace, which are 
favorable to the growth of construc— 
tive Liberalism. Canada needs peace 
and unity, construction and produc- 
tion. More and more those who re- 
cognize these needs will rally round 
the Liberal party.” 

Miss Rhoda Brown gave a piano solo 
with great expression, and graciously 
responded to several encores. 

Mrs. Broughton gave a clever paper 
on “Group Government,” and showed 
how it differs from our own respon- 
sible government. ‘Responsible govern- 
ment means the administration of 
public affairs by ministers who are 
responsible to Parliament,and active in 
power only so long as they have the 
support of the majority of the House 
of Commons, and must resign when- 
ever the majority is against them. 

One of the advantages of this sys- 
tem is the flexibility. Democracy can 
only find true expression—responsible 
government and under a flexible con- 
stitution. Group government is really 
@ revolt against a rigid constitution, 
and the cry for group government first

They are ineffective, and 
group government is the only way out. 
Group government was the protest 
against a rigid constitution; it has no 
basis against a flexible constitution 
such as we have in Canada. If group 
government prevails, ill considered 
legislation of all sorts willbe brought 
up, and with numerous ineffective 
laws on the Statute Book, the people 
would feel an utter disrespect for the 
law. There are doubtless many evils 
of the two-party system,orrather in 
the abuse of that system, but it is ab- 
solutely necessary under our system 
to insure steady and continuous gov- 
ernment, and also for criticism of gov- 
ernment measures which is necessary 
for the right working of democracy.”

Capital Expenditure—Rate-Bace. 

The main account recording capital 
expenditure is named “Property, Busi- 
ness and Plant Account,” and it opens 
with an entry for the “undescribed 
asset’ of $15,076.35, which is deemed 
to represent the consideration given 
for the acquisition of the franchise by 
the Light Company. 

We have analyzed all subsequent 

. expenditure charged to this account, 
and have made a distribution accord- 
ing to the headings shown in the 
books. ‘The result shows a total cap- 
ital expenditure of $187,592.86, and 
the sale of the telephones to the Gov- 
ernment would reduce the capital by 
$67,273.86, leaving an apparent book 
value of remaining assets of $120,- 
319.00. 

Early in 1920 a sale of the phone 
assets was made to the Provincial 
Government for $85,000.00 which sum 
‘was duly received and, out of this, a 
sum of $35,000.00 was paid to Mr. W. 
A. Moore by way of commission for 
distribution to himself and others and 
to cover necessary expenses, legal and 
otherwise, leaving the net price to the 
Company $50,000.00. The sale price 
and commission were approved at an 
©xtraordinary General Meeting on 
Sth January, 1920. 

‘The book value of the assets trans- 
ferred' as per our distribution was 
$67,273.86, but the figures arrived at 
by the Company amounted to 366,- 
159.19, and the excess over $50,000.00, 
$16,159.19, was charged to depreciation 
reserve. 

We are presenting no figures for 
capital expenditure later than 30th 
September, 1923, as all the entries 
appearing in’ Property Account subse- 
quent to that date are ffor repairs and 
renewals and as such, have not been 
included by us in the base-rate figures. 

The balance of Property, Business 

and Plant Account at 30th September, 

1923, was $121,433.67, as against our 

j total of $120,319.00, showing an ex- 

, cess book value, in our opinion, of 

a $1,114.67. 
| This difference is accounted for by 


erroneous entries passed in 1920, 
purporting to eliminate from Property 
Account the hook value of. the tele 
phone assets sold to the Provincial 
| Government. Some of these entries 
actually take more out of Property 
| Account in respect of certain of the 
Telephone capital expenditures than 
we can find in the books under these 
headings. We have given effect in 
the above figures only to such elimin- 
ation of telephone assets as, in our 
opinion, can be justified by the pre- 
vious entries in the books, and iby the 
journal entry made by the competent 
secretary of the Company in 1920. 

Included in our elimination are two 
items, General Expenses $3,000.00 and 
Office Expenses $500.00, which are 
clearly shown in the entry made by Mr. 
S. G. Peach with, we understand, the 
concurrence of Mr. W. A. Moore, to 
represent expenses in connection 
with the selling of the Telephone 
assets and which should not, there- 
fore, be allowed to remain in the book 
value of the Light assets. 

The total of our eliminations as 
shown above is $67,273.85 as against 
those qi the Company's secretary, 
totalling $66,159,19, a difference of 
; $1,114.67, which accounts for the dit- 

: ference between the ledger balance 
and the total of our distribution. 
Returning to our figure of $120,319, 
| this includes sundry items which 
should not form part of the rate-base 
for Light and Power rate purposes. 


Telephone Central Bullding, $4,548.13 
This unit of expenditure nas sold in 
1913 to the estate‘of Mrs, Annie A. 
Moore but, instead of being eliminated 
from Property Account, the sale price 
was credited to a “Building Fund Re- 
serve.” ‘What purpose this latter ac- 
count wags intended to serve we do not 
know, but it is clear that this ex- 
penditure must ibe deducted before 
arriving at a Hght_and power base- 
rate... 2 
Franchise and Rights $10,000.00. 


The Company's secretary wrote off 
one-third of the “original purchase,” 
that being his view of the value of the 
portion of the undescribed asset at- 
tributable to the Telephone share of 
the intangible assets.” What now re 
mains of the original purchase should 
not, in our view, be included in the 
rate-base, so ‘we consider it would be 
unjust to capitalize, as against the 
consumers, the rights conferred upon 
the Company by them in their {capac- 
ity as ratepayers. 

Repaire and Renewals $1,350.44. 


This figure is made up of Power 
House Buildings, $266.48, and Power 
House Plant, $1,083.96, and represents 
expenditures in 1623, particulars of 
which are available, and which Mr. 
W. A. Moore, in response to our en- 
quiries, admitted were straight renew- 
als. ‘We, therefore, propose to ox- 
clude these also from the rate-base. 


J. T. Moore $25,000.00. 


This amount represents the charge 
to ‘Property Account resulting from 
the allotment and issue to Mr. J. T. 
Moore of shares of an _ equivalent 
amount for promotion and financial 
services referred to on page 8 of this 
report. It is for the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners to decide 
whether any part and, if so, how 
much, of this should tbe included in 
the rate-base. For the present we 
omit it, but would point out that, 
should any portion be allowed, con- 
sideration should be given to the fact 
that the allotment to Mr. J. T. Moore 
was made in 1911 when the Company's 
plant included the Telephones and a 
substantial proportion should be allo- 
cated to that section of the Company’s 
enterprise, and only the remainder 
should be attributable to the Light 
plant. 

The total of our disbursements is 
therefore reduced as follows:

We are unable to say whether or 
not the amount of $1,350.44 ‘for re- 


pairs and renewals covers all of 
these which have been charged to 
Capital during the Company’s _his- 


tory. We have enquired as ‘to this 
and have been informed by W. A 
Moore that he is not prepared to say 
that all renewals have been charged 
to Operating; that renewals may or 
may not have been charged to Cap- 
ital. Mr. Moore further stated that 
some renewals had been charged to 
Depreciation, but ‘we were unable to 
find any evidence in support of this 
latter statement. 

Without production and examina- 
tion of vouchers for all capital expen- 
diture we cannot offer any opinion, 
and even ‘with vouchers it woa'd hkor- 
der on the impossible to say, at this 
late date, what was extension and 
what was renewal. It occurs to us, 
however ,that local knowledge may 
help towards this end, and we give, 
hereunder, the increases in Capital 
Account, year by year, in the hope 
that it may be seen how the figures 
correspond with known extension of 
the plant.

the above can be accounted for. in 
‘some cases, Tho sum of $36,418.58 in 
1911: includes $33,470.00, made up of 
$23\000.00 to Mr. J. /T. Moore and 
$8,470.99 to Mr. W. A. Moore, as al- 
ready explained. The amount at- 
tributable to extensions is $2,948.58. 

Included in. $15,370.91 (1913) is 
$4,124.71 for meters. This does not 
imply that meters to this amount 
were purchased in that year. The 
Company's practice prior to that date 
had been to record expenditures on 
meters in a separate account, but, in 
1918, the balance was transferred to 
Property Account. Details of the 
balance of 915,370.91 will be found in 
the accompanying schedule of the 
annual japital expenditure. 

The substantial increase in 1916 is 
attributable to Telephone Line Con- 
struction to the extent of $10,841.28 
but, as this is now written out, it has 
no effect on the capitalization of the 
Light assets. 

‘Should it be established that repairs 
and renewals have been charged to 
Capital, a corresponding reduction in 
the ratedbase figure should be made. 

Depreciation - 

This subject has never been a 
proached by the Company in any sys- 
tematic manner. Some attempt was 


made in the case of meters, which 
account was credited with the month- 
ly rentals up to 19238, and on 380th 
September in that year one year’s 
rentals ‘were charged back and: some 
depreciation, at a rate which we can- 
not identify, was provided out of 
Revenue and credited to Meters Ac- 
count. Then, for a period, no meter 
depreciation appears to have been 
charged until 1919 and 1920, when a 
rate of about 5% was provided in 
each year, after which meter depreci- 
ation is merged in a general allow- 
ance of $3,000.00 per annum. 

As to general depreciation, we have 
attached statements showing the en- 
tire history of Depreciation Reserve 
and Contingent Fund, from which it 
will be seen that Revenue was first 
charged with $1,500.00 in 1906, which 
was credited to “Contingent Fund,” 
after which no further reserve was 
made until 1913, when $20,000.00 was 
similarly transferred. 

1n 1919, $15,000.00 was taken out of 
Contingent Fund and placed in Depre- 
ciation Reserve, which now appears 
for the first time. On the same date 
$17,000.00 was charged to Revenue 
and creditedto Depreciation Reserve, 
making the total provision ‘$32,000.00. 
‘A year later, on the sale of the Tele- 
phones, the alleged loss of $16,159.19 
was debited to this account, and, in 
1923, a further charge was made of 
$6,646.50 for shrinkage in value of 
Merchandise and Power House Stock. 

For the past four years an annual 
sum of $3,000.00 has ‘been charged to 
General Revenue and credited to De- 
preciation ‘Reserve, and the balance 
at credit at this date is $21,044.31, and 
the ‘Contingent Fund has a further 
balance of $5,673.36. Mr. W. A. Moore 
has stated that the Contingent Fund 
is held to cover possible serious con- 
tingencies such as storm or flood, in 
which icase the only provision to cover 
ordinary Depreciation is the Reserve 
of $21,044.31. 

Having regan to the manner in 
which this Reserve has been set up, 
we cannot regard it as having any di- 
rect relation to the book values of 
the assets, and we feel thatthe whole 
question of depreciation in this Com- 
pany becomes much more a question 
for the engineer than for the account- 
ant. We consider that little light 
will be available on this question un- 
til the present condition and value of 
the entire plant has ‘been reported up- 
on by a competent engineer. 

In response to our enquiries as to 
obsolescence of plant, Mr. Moore in- 
formed us there was a good deal and 
that the expenditure of new capital 
would result in considerable reduction 
of operating costs, particularly with 
respect to fuel. He made special 
reference to the existing boilers and 
to the new boilers, not yet paid for, 
which are ready for installation when 
financial difficulties are overcome. 

In addition to Property, Business 
and Plant Account, there are in the 
books two accounts of a Capital 
nature.

The balance of General Revenue Ac- 
count, as shown in the Company’s 
books, is $4,255.61, while we show 
$2,905.17, the difference consisting of 
$1,360.44 which we have taken out of 
Capital in respect of recent repairs 
and renewals and have added to Op- 
erating. 

The above figures show how the 
accumulated surplus has been dispos- 
ed of. The debit of “W. A. Moore, 
$8,500.00" results from a resolution of 


shareholders at their General (Meet- 
ing of 3rd January, 1920. 
‘At 30th September, 1916, Mr. 


Moore’s Adcount showed a debit bal- 
ance of $14,069.92, for which amount 
he gave a note payable in one year. 

At 30th September, 1917, this note 
was charged back to him, together 
with $1,055.28 for interest, when he 
gave a new note for one year for 
$15,125.20. 

At 30th September, 1918, the ‘latter 
note was transferred from the debit 
of Bills Receivable to “W. A. Moore, 
Special Account” and interest to the 
amount of $2,895.45 wasalso credited 
to the latter. This account then stood 
for another year without addition of 
interest. 

To the ordinary general meeting of 
shareholders, held 8rd January, 1920, 
the directors reported that this ac- 
count .had grown over a period of 
10 years wen apparently everything 
that could, under any excuse, be 80 
‘located, was charged to him. Even 
items of direct expense on Company 
business appeared in ‘his account and 
many items that should have been 
otherwise located, etc. The Report 
further stated that much of this oc- 
curred when his salary was quite in- 
adequate and when he had reason to 
believe that the great bulk of stock, 
now passed to his father’s estate, was 
his own; that in view of the new 
standing of the stock in question, 
the amount of this Special Account 
was entirely unfair and, after going 
into same, the Board recommended 
that the items of interest in respect 
of same, rebated in the account as 
shown, be ratified, and that an 
amount of $8,500.00 be credited also 
to Mr. Moore’s Account. 

The balance of the Special Account 
of $3,729.75, was transferred to the 
debit of Mr. Moore’s ordinary account 
in September, 1923. 

The same Report of Directors also 
recommended that an amount of 
$4,367.29 due from J. C. Moore be 
cancelled, as the amount might have 
been entirely offset by a legal ac- 
count, and that Mr. J. C. Moore ibe 
asked for a receipt in full of all legal 
services to date. 

Owing to the absence. of the 
ledger pages of Mr. W. A. Moore’s 
Account prior to 1st October, 1915, 
and Mr. J. C. Moore’s Account prior to 
1st Octber, 1916, we are unable to in- 
dicate either the nature or the 
amount of the charges which were 
written off. 

The same Report recommended that 
the entire amount of the Customers’ 
Account against Mr. BH. S. Hogg, 
$189.30, be wiped out in recognition 
of valuable services rendered. This 
writing-off was not effected through 
the General Revenue Account but by 
a charge to General Expenses. 

The figures for the last three com- 
plete years show the Revenue to have 
been fairly constant, especially when 
the profit in 1921 on Interior Con- 
struction Supplies is taken into ac- 
count. In 1923 a large charge ‘was 
made to Depreciation for shrinkage in 
value of Merchandise, which suggests 
that the 1921 inventory of Supplies 
was too high and the profit too big. 

When allowance is made for this, 
there will be very little difference in 
the total Revenue of the three years.
